THE MARKET. 

A <iecldeil scflrclir of meats of al- 
uiaiit all klnilB and a consequent in- 
crease in prices was the feature ol 
.Friday a market and farmers who had 
. >ineaU:of any kind' for sale realized a 
' satis ractory profll. Opposed to this 
was a slight reduction m the price 
of potatoes 

Beef was scarce, but little being 
brought m by the farmers and with 
the demand prevailing the price ad- 
.vanced sharply one cent per pound. 
Mutton and latnb were short of de- 
mand and a two cent increase In the 
price paid tiie tiu-m^rs was recorded 
as preva[iii;e. \ t:sl was lairiy plenti- 
ful and the demand was good so that 
Jop .aotch pi-ices were realized in al- 
most every case.. - Pork reached' htgti 
water mark for the season, selling at 
13 cents per pound and waa short of 
Ihe demand at that. The supply of 
meate of ail kinds from the district 
IS away below, the average and with 
high prices prevailing elsewhere the 
price here has been boosted up. 

Eggs sold at much the same price 
as last week, and were in fairly 
good supply. , The price of fowi re- 
mained firm, while chickens advanced 
$1 per dozen for choice birds and sold 
rendih' at Quotatloms. Fev duclcs and 
gsese were oflered and the demand
